It is impossible not to remark upon the at- 
tempted process of weeding out of opposition 
political parties, in this case the party opposed to 
participation in the European war. This impres- 
sion is made stronger by the history of the prose- 
cution of Earl Browder. An old technical charge, 
the first incidents of which dated back as far as 
19 years, a case discarded several years ago as 
not justifying prosecution, was brought forth and

the same motives, attempts at suppression of the 
Communist Party have taken extreme forms. For 
instance, in West Virginia, 125 American citizens, 
registered voters, are today under indictment for 
having signed a legal petition for placing the 
Communist Party on the ballot. Fantastically 
excessive bail was required and United States 
Government Bonds refused as collateral for the 
bail on the ground that they were not good col- 
lateral. Eight American citizens are under arrest 
in Wappinger Falls, N. Y., on charges of disorder- 
ly conduct based upon their ringing doorbells in 
asking for signatures to the Communist Party 
petition. ‘In Rockford, Illinois, attacks on collec- 
tors of signatures have been made by gangsters 
in public without discouragement from the 


Every American should reflect upon this 
course of events in our country, already beginning 
to be punctuated by the throwing of bombs by 
persons sympathetic to the essentially fascist 
views that minority parties should not be per- 
mitted. 

This Committee is quite confident that these 
various efforts, which would have been incon- 
ceivable two years ago, will be defeated by the 
good sense and honest democratic instinct of the 
American people. We shall appeal directly to the 
American people for support and are confident 
that we will get it. 

We will, of course, utilize every possible 
means to appeal the case of Mr. Browder to the 
highest court of the land.

MOSCOW, June 24.—The Soviet 
News Agency Tass announced today 
that diplomatic relations haves been 
established between the Soviet 
Union and Jugoslavia. 

The Tass announcement said that 
negotiations for exchange of repre- 
sentatives at Belgrade and Moscow 
had been completed after the fa- 
vorable conclusion of economic 
negotiations between the two coun- 
tries. 

The Tass statement read: 

“After favorable conclusion of

PHILADELPHIA, June 24.—In his 
keynote address to the Republican 
ecnvention tonight, Governor Har- 
old Stassen of Minnesota outlines 
a program for the ruthless suppres- 
sion of civil liberties. 

At the same time Stassen urged 
the abandonment of any form of 
Federal relief work, and the return 
of relief administration to the 
states, which in actuality means a 
return to the dole. Since the tcp- 
notch Republican leaders had care- 
fully gone over Stassen’s speech, it 
was considered an important indi- 
cation of the kind of platform 
which will come out of the con- 
vention. 

For the most part Stassen’s talk 
was filled with sonorous and mean- 
ingless plattitudes like: 

“Let us announce here and now 
that we have faith in the future 
of this nation and its way of life.” 

But on the question of civil lib- 
erties and relief for the unemployed 
particularly there emerged the out- 
lines of the real Republican pro- 
gram of reaction. 


NOT MUCH DIFFERENCE 


The only real differences be- 
tween the Republicans and the 
Roosevelt administraticn on these 
issues appeared to be one of degree. 

Stassen accused the administra- 
tion of not going fast enough in 
Suppressing civil liberties and of not 
abandoning the WPA program at 
rapid enough rate.

Lyons Moves Bill to ‘Ban Home Relief to 
Communists; Workers Alliance 
: . Pickets City Hall 


Following a bitter all-afternoon snarl on the tax rate, 
involving Mayor LaGuardia who was riding an airplane in 
the fog above the city for more than an hour unable to land, 
the City Council last night adopted a series of emergency 
taxes to yield during the next year more than $70,000,000 


for unemployment relief. q 

At a late hour the Board of Esti- | 
mate received the relief taxes and 
put them into effect. 

The hold-up in the Council pro- 
ceedings occurred when the body 
voted to reconsider the $2.84 tax 
rate adopted last Friday and elect- 
ed a committee of three to invite 
the Mayor to address the meeting 
on the reason for the tax increase. 

LaGuardia, however, was up in 
the air at the time in a plane from 
Washington which was unable to 
land due to bad weather conditions. 
This left the Council also up in the 
air, figuratively, at least. 


At last the Mayor landed and 
arrived at City Hall. But he refused 
to address the Council. 

The Councilmen went to work 
and after long delay passed the re- 
lief tax bills. They then acted to 
rebuff the Mayor and reduce the 
tax rate to $2.82. 

Meanwhile, things moved quickly 
and in many directions at City Hall. 

1.A move by Bronx - Borough 
President James J. Lyons to bar 
Communists from receiving unem- 
ployment relief from the Depart- 
ment of Welfare and calling for a 
political means test of all employes 
of the Welfare Department. 

2. A picket line of members of 
the Workers Alliance demanding 
that the Mayor and Board of Es- 
timate approprriate approximately 
$36,000,000 for relief for the next 
four months, increasing the food, 
clothing, ice and child welfare 
budgets. 

Lyons sent a letter to the Board 
of Estimate asking that it supple- 
ment recent reactionary action of 
the Federal Government in “purg- 
ing’ WPA rolls and ‘‘rid the relief 
rolls of persons affiliated with such 
groups as are detrimental to our 
American form of democratic gov- 
ernment,”

Joseph Cadden, secretary of the 
American Youth Congress, spoke 
before the conference in a stirring 
cenunciation of the Administra- 
tion’s drive toward war, and of 
its attacks on labor and on youth.

Wash it well and cook it without 
water on a slow flame for about 10 
minutes. 


Spanish lamb is a finé way of 
using Teftover meat, potatoes, rice or 
noodles. Combine 2 tablespoons but- 
ter, 4 tablespoons each chopped 
onion and celery, 2 cups canned to- 
matoes, 2 cups diced cooked meats, 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley, % cup 
boiled rice and buttered crumbs, 
Melt butter in frying pan and add

yellow, add tomatoes, meat, parsley 
and rice. Cook for five minutes, 
stirring constantly. Pour into baking 
dish and cover with crumbs and 
bake half an hour in a hot oven. 


BEETS SUPREME 


Peel as many beets as you want 
to use and shred them with a 
moderitely coarse shredder. Cook 
until tender, using only enough 
water to keep beets from scorching. 
When tender, pour off any surplus 
water and season with salt, pepper, 
butter and sugar to taste. A’ small 
amont of vinegar is also an improve- 
ment. 

Here are some more vegetables 
and how to prepare them: 

BROCCOLI — Select stalks with 
dark green, tightly closed buds and 
thick meaty stalks. Peel skin from 
thick part of stalk and cook un- 
covered in large amount of boiling 
salted water from 10 to 15 min, 

TURNIPS — Wash, pare and slice, 
quarter or dice. Cook uncovered in 
large amount boiling, salted water 
until soft—20 to 35 min. 

FENNEL—Pee!l and slice bulb and 
as much of stalk as is tender. Wash 
and cook until tender in boiling, 
salted water—25 to 30 niin. 

KALE—Clean, cut off root. Wash

“The recent action of Col. Som- 
ervell proves that our worst fears 
were justified. Without waiting for 
the President to sign the bill he 
proceeds to issue a statement that 
cannot but stimulate the worst type 
of witch-hunt, 

“He charges that there are at 
least 1,000 men and women on the 
projects who will be fired under this 
provision. Apparently his gestapo 
has been functioning and gather- 
ing “evidence” long before Congréss 
passed this bill. 

“He proposed to dismiss not oniyv 
Communist Party members but also 
so-called sympathizers, and the 
definition of this loose and general 
term is left to the administration.

The final pay-off came to light when it 
was revealed that Britain was ready to de- 
fend the British Empire to the last French- 
man. Britain watched the French people be- 
ing hacked to pieces by the German impe- 
rialist invader—but didn’t move a finger. 
Britain was ready to let the French people 
keep on dying alone in order to keep the Brit- 
ish colonial empire high and dry. 


The imperialist criminals who rule 
France got scared. It was they who for the 
sake of their profits, had led the French peo- 
ple into this awful trap. It was they who 
were equally guilty for the policy of Mu- 
nich which had armed German fascism. 
Fearful of the wrath of the French masses 
whem they had betrayed so shamelessly, 
the French imperialists turned France over 
to the invader. 

This invader, Hitler, imposes on the 
French nation a drastic yoke of subjugation 
in typical imperialist style. Woe to the van- 
quished! This is the law of imperialist con- 
quest which falls upon each nation which im- 
perialism grasps, but which neither the 
French people nor any other will submit to 
forever, despite the treachery of their capi- 
talist government.

The Committee’s large, expensive war- 
mongering ads which appeared in hundreds 
of papers, stated that the names of those 
who financed the ads were being filed with 
the State Department. But now, two weeks 
later, the State Department admits, in reply 
to insistent questioning, that no such in- 
formation has been filed with it. 

It is clear that the Committee is afraid 
that if the people know who is financing this 

war propaganda, they will see through the 

whole scheme of “Allied aid.” Senator Holt 
has told the Senate that the advertisements 
were planned at a meeting of 18 bankers, 
including Thomas W. Lamont, one of the big 
shots of the House of Morgan.

The Kid Gloves Are 
Off 


¢ The Roosevelt administration has taken 
off its kid gloves in a brutal, cynical attempt 
to bludgeon the Negro people behind its war- 
hunger program. 

In a “greeting” to the conference of the 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, the President did not even 
mention the anti-lynching bill, though that 
organization is its chief sponsor. 

Aubrey Williams, NYA director and one 
of Roosevelt’s fake “liberal” fronts, spoke 
with a contempt for the fight of the Negro 
people against oppression, which was akin to 
Hitler’s bestiality toward racial minorities. 
He told the delegates that their sufferings 
were “mere child’s play” and to get ready for 
imperialist war. The Republican Mayor 
LaGuardia, taking the same callous attitude, 
advised the Negro people to “forget your dif- 
ficulties.” 

All of this means that Negro Americans 


should be quiet about lynching, discrimina- 


tion, rampant unemployment, and prepare to 


die for anti-Negro Wall Street and British 


imperialism.

The United States Chamber of Commerce—seat 
of profiteering—set off the hound pack with a dec- 
laration for the “registration of all aliens.” 

That such an anti-American proposal is linked up 
with the assault on the entire labor movement was 
quickly admitted by the Chamber’s statement. The 
“anti-alien” demand was part of a 5-point program 
of the profiteers, which also called for the cutting of 
relief expenditures and for the annulment of “de- 
terrent” labor legislation. 


WORKERS’ “PROFITEERING”! ! ! 

With profits piling up mountain-high, the prof- 
iteers’ mouthpiece had the audacity to come forward 
with this ominous statement against workers and 
farmers! 

“No elements in our economic life should profiteer. 
This principle should apply to investor, manager, la- 
borer and farmers.” 


The U. S. Steel Corporation—with its man Stettinus 
in on the ground floor in “national defense” has piled 
up profits in the first three months of 1940 which are 
2500 per cent higher than last year. So runs the 
story, to a greater or lesser degree, for the rest of the 
monopoly brokers of death. 


But the Chamber of Commerce talks about “prof- 
iteering on the part of the workers and the working 
farmers—those great sections of the population who 
are exploited by the Wall Street war-makers! 


Under such slogans, the profiteers hope to terrify 
labor into submission to wage cuts and to a greater 
speed-up, which the Chamber declares to be an ab- 
solute necessity. 


THE SOCIAL DEMOCRATS 


The Social Democrats, in their Taminent Economic 
and Social Institute, were quick to help out the Cham- 
ber of Commerce in its labor-smashing expedition. On 
their platform there appeared Henry Hazlitt, one of 
the editors of the faithful war-whooper, the New York 
Times, 


In his very appearance, at Tamiment, there was 
presented that inter-locking of the Social Democratic 
political lackeys of Wall Street with their imperialist 
mentors. Mr. Hazlitt promptly did his bit, by coming 
out for “sacrifice” of “social gains’? on the part of 
labor. 


In order to give credence to such a demand—which 
means the destruction of democratic rights for the 
sake of Wall Street “democracy”——-Hazlitt drew upon 
that much-peddled falsehood of the alleged horrors of 
the wage gains made by the workers under the French 
Popular Front. 


Cynically he said: “The French workers today must 
find their Popular Front labor gains previous little 
satisfaction to them in the present desperate plight of 
their country.” 


In such a cockeyed concoction, there is contained a 
deliberate effort to nide the real traftors to the French 
Republic—those imperialists who played the game of 
Munich, those who sabotaged the Popular Front pro- 
gram for the sake of the 200 rich families of France. 

whe Popular Front social gains, carried still further, 
would have provided a strong, healthy, free French 
working class. The Popular Front program would also 
have stopped the treason which the Bank of France 


and its lackeys of the Social Democracy put through. 


—with their joy at Munich, their strangling of the 
Spanish Republic and their breaking of the French- 
Soviet pact. 

“PATRIOTISM” 


When Hazlitt seeks to peddle such falsehoods to 
the American people, he does it for one main purpose: 
To persuade the American workers that it is “patri- 
otic’ on their part to accept wage cuts while Morgan 
and Rockefeller flood their coffers with war profits. 


In alliance with his Social Demecratic friends, he 
‘is trying to emasculate the strength of American labor 

by making labor’s demand for a decent wage synomy- 
mous with “fifth column” activity. He is also preparing 
the way for the scrapping of the National Labor Act, 
the Walsh-Healy law and other such measures as 
“unpatriotic.” To such a design he openly confessed 
when he brazenly contended that all social gains for 
labor should be wiped out except the Social Security 
Law. 

The next day—Sunday—the Social Democrats 
warmed up to their job as informers against the labor 
movement by producing as their speaker none other 
than Benjamin Stolberg, the paid snooper for the 
Scripps-Howard press against the CIO and the man 
who fawned at the feet of Trotsky in Mexico City. 

Stolberg—or ‘“Stolberg” as CIO representatives 

once called him went the limit of political degeneracy 
in his denunciation of John L. Lewis, chairman of the 
CIO, as “the leader of the fifth column in the labor 
movement.” 


‘STOLBERG PROVOCATIONS : 


Such a statement was, of course, a typically Trotz- 
kyite device to invite the Dies Committee and the FBI 
to hound the entire CIO movement. But the informer 
was not content with this slimy service to the war 
camp and proceeded to label the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board as responsible for what he called the 
strong position of the Communists in’the strategic in- 
dustrial unions of the CIO.

Their only function in the whole process is that of organizing and 
supervising the actual labor. For this they will be receiving seven to 
ten per cent on some seven billion dollars out of the war budget, besides 
what they will undoubtedly chisel, as they did in the last war, in buying 
materials from their own holding companies, bonuses, inflated salaries 


It is a racket, pure and simple, on the heroic scale. The government 
can manufacture all these materials under its own supervision—it already 
produces battleships and munitions on a small scale. 


The boy or man asked to surrender his job, his home, his future and 
his life itself for the defense of the country is not allowed to bargain. 
He would be treated as a mutineer if he refused to serve, or if he asked 
for higher wages than the $30 a month a soldier receives for facing the 


But the munition millionaires can refuse to serve until they are 
guaranteed immense fortunes in profit. This, surely, is far from democ- 
racy. It is not the democratic way to defend a country. It is an ex- 
ploitation of such defense, a traders’ war, not a people's war.

The 
meeting, sponsored by TAC and the 
League of American Writers, will 
also hear Congressman Vito Marc- 
antonio and Frederick N. Myers, 
national organizer of the National 
Maritime. Union, CIO. 

People Against 
Involvement, He Says 

Mr. Lawson, whose screen achieve- 
ments include “Blockade” and the 
more recent “Four Sons” and 
“Earth Bound,” said he would like 
to see a great anti-war play make 
its appearance on Broadway now. 

“I’m thoroughly convinced,” he 
told us, “that the people of our 
country are whole heartedly against 
involvement in the war and that 
they are already beginning to be 
downright icious of the ac- 
tivities of administration in 
Washington in that direction.” 

The playwright didn’t just take 
someone else’s word for that opin- 
ion. He still bears a sun tan ac- 
quired on an auto trip from the 
West Coast. On that journey he 
talked to people of all types in 
many states. 

“I didn’t run into a single or- 
dinary American soul who favored 
entry into the war in Europe,’ he 
declared. 

Mr. Lawson said he was more 
than happy to be able to talk on 
the peace question to a New York 
audience. He happens, incidentally, 
to have been one of the founders 
of the e of American Writers 
here in New York five years ago. 
Now he thinks Broadway can take 
a tip from Hollywood. 


Describes Coast 
Anti-War Meetings 

He was particularly enthusiastic 
ab-ut a tremendous peace dem- 
onstration held two weeks ago on 
the steps of City Hall in Los An- 
geles and followed by a gigantic 
meeting in’ that city’s Olympic 
Auditorium. 

“That meeting,” he remarked, 
“proved the unanimity of labor, 
professionals and all other ‘regular’ 
people on the question of peace. It 
was one of the most alive gather- 
ings I have ever witnessed in my 
life. Even in the preparation of it 
there was a splendid cooperation 
of groups which had not. previously 
found the road to joint action on 
any other issue. The three sponsors 
of the demonstration, for instance, 
were the Industrial Council of the 
CIO, the Youth Legislature, and 
the Hollywood Peace »Council.” 

Of the Hollywood Peace Council, 
Mr. Lawson also had a great deal 
to say. Comprised of ‘nine organ- 
izations, it sponsors a weekly forum 
that is literally the talk of the 
movie town. 

“The forum regularly attracts 
some 700 people each week,” he re- 
vealed. “It seldom loses a customer. 


I'd like to see such a large Forum 


for professionals right here in New 
York. I am afraid that under the 
stress of the war situation, there is 
a tendency to avoid the friendly, 
open kind of discussion that is so 
necessary in order to clear the air 
and help one another to judge facts 
and events accurately.” 

Denounces Actions 


Of Noel Coward 

Asked what he thought of Noe) 
Coward and other representatives 
of Britain who are conducting war- 
making activities in: this country 
under the comfortable mantle of 
“culture,” John Howard Lawson an- 
swered tersely. 

“T think they are vile. We have 
a number of Mr. Coward's twin 
brothers out in Hollywood, who are 
using their connections in this coun- 
try and the prestige of the the- 
atrical and cinema industries to 
hustle along a war hysteria.” 

Fortunately, he said, he believed 
the theatrical people in America are 
well on th way to redeem them- 
selves from the taint of the/role 
which their predecessors played in 
1917-18. 

“Theatrical people are so all-im- 
portant in the fight for peace,” he 
asserted. “They have opportunities 
which fall to no other professionals 
for popularizing things that are in 
the interest of the people, as well 
as the things which are against 
the people. In the last war, they 
unfortunately helped to whip up 
the hysteria under which America 


was whisked into the holocaust. I 


am really hopeful that this time 
they will blot out that record by 
playing a real role in the fight 
to keep this country out of the 
war.” 

Mr. Lawson said he hoped to be- 
gin work on a play while he is 
He was reluctant to speak 


of it, however, and emphasized that 
he would soon be returning to Hol- 
lywood., This is his first trip to New 
York in more than a year.

Plans are 
now perfected to convert the proj- 
ect into a unit of the “national de- 
fense”; that is, what's 
The “Red” hunt is on this week, 
and if Colonel Somervell has his 
way only the stoolpigeons will be 
left on their jobs, for all the others 
believe in the right to organize, 
and that’s Communism to him. Mr. 
Somervell, it is interesting to note, 
has already banned the slogan cf 
“Peace and Freedom” from the 
American Art Today Building at 
the Fair.

It 
is our avowed purpose to maintain 
our independence and organiza- 
tional poise, thereby adding to our 
own strength and contributing 
toward the general welfare of ail 
artists.” 

This of course has a different 
ring than the opening paragraph 
of the Carnegie Institute report.
